Motor Losing Money? 
lf tile old bus seem s to be losing 
it< rip don’t be lulled into believing 
th a t there are only four possible 
causes: poor ignition, low comprrv- 
-ion. bad valving and incorrect car­ 
buretor m ixture 
T here 
are some 
o th er things to be considered, and 
trouble with the cooling system is 
only one of them 
W hat of th e 'clutch, for Instance. 
If it slips no high m otor efficiency 
is going to count in term s of perfor­ 
m ance Then there is th e possibility 
of dragging brakes, a n o th e r power 
killer. The least considered power 
tofts of all. however. Is the exhaust 
system. A pinched or clogged tail 
pipe will pull power way down So 
will use of a muffler w ith too much 
back pressure for the p articu lar m o­ 
tor. 
What Else, My Friend? 
Som e of the im provem ents in cars 
certainly have a way of m aking us 
oblivious to new foim s of punish­ 
m ent for their parts. A perfect ex­ 
am ple is the anti-sw ay bar which 
allows us to go around curves faster, 
We d o n t notice any sway but the 
tires are punished just the same. 
T h en there Is undercoating which 
silences m any a noise th at m ight be 
a tip-off of trouble. 
Recently an 
ow ner rem arked to a passenger th a t 
somehow the m otor d id n ’t seem to 
have its usual power. At th e service 
statio n they found th a t the job was 
ru n n in g on only seven of its eight 
cylinders 
Actually 
it ran 
fairly 
sm oothly on the open road, due to 
th e 
overlapping 
im pulses 
in 
the 
cran k sh aft. 
Is th is the old law of com pensa­ 
tion at work again? 
Three To Remember 
If you have replaced the breaker 
points or even if you have merely 
reset them you should also check the 
ignition tim ing 
Conversely before 
tim ing 
is 
re-checked 
th e 
points 
should be cleaned, or replaced and 
th en re-gapped 
Always repeat a carburetor idling 
adjustm ent. The first 
adjustm ent 
m ay be just a fluke You w ant to be 
sure. Experienced carburetor men 
alw ays do this. 
Tile same thing applies to tig h ten ­ 
ing front wheels. Draw the nut up 
tightly to th at the wheel won’t turn. 
Then back off until you get .an easy

Som etim es the sim plest ideas are 
tucked away in the experience of 
good m echanics or tex t books One 
th a t Just came to light is im portant 
for the fellow who likes to take off 
the side cover plates and fiddle w ith 
Hie valve tap p e t even if he doesn't 
do a good job of it. Tile rule here is 
to adjust the valves in the sequence 
'>f the m otor’s firing order. And if 
th ere is any doubt as to the firing 
order you can alw ays work it out 
by nojting the sequence of the wires 
to the distributor cap. 
TI;at carburetor on your car may 
be a good one as carb u reto rs go, but 
according to the latest stan d ard s 
perhaps it is short on a few fea­ 
ture.

Keep These In Mind 
A fter a trip in Hie open country 
w here the car may be driven off 
paved highw ays don’t be surprised 
if shim m y develops w hen you get 
back en tim highway later on. Some 
crked m ud can unbalance a wheel 
efficiently to cause this. 
If t e clutch is grabby on a dam p 
i 
v ' OU can tie reasonably certain

W here clutch lining isn ’t of 
the hi'-*hest quality the b rake linings 
m ay a o be too sensitive to w eather 
of tem perature changes. 
T here s no wisdom in using any 
weak tire on the car. but in an 
em ergency th at calls for trying to 
get aion/* w ith a tire th a t Ls defi­ 
nitely below par use it on a front 
wheel and hold your sjmed down to 
30 miles an hour On a rear wheel 
the tire will usually have to support 
a g reater load 
Also it suffers not 
merely the .strain of braking torque 
but of driving torque as well. especi­ 
ally when the car is ru n n in g in the 
lower gears. Also a rear tire blow­ 
out is always harder to control be­ 
cause

< arc With Thai Battery 
W ith th e m odern b attery under 
the hood and nearer eye level be 
m ore careful when adding w ater to 
its cells Should you spill som e acid 
on vour clothes the best plan is to 
apply am m onia with a clean cloth 
im m ediately. A blotter is handy if 
vou happen to spill w ater around 
the celLs or overfill them Never use 
a good cloth or handkerchief around 
a battery as the acid will ra t holes 
into it And. above all. be careful of 
your eyes. 
Showing off the c a rs virtues is 
som ething to avoid even though it 
Ls usually a strong tem ptation. In 
addition to the im m ediate hazards 
involved th eie is the chance of In­ 
viting dam age to tim car itself.

4. Certain fabrics such as satins, tafftytas, sharkskins, 
some sheers, etc., are not extracted or wrung out, but 
meiely hung up to drip dry. 


5. In the case of wool garments, where shrinkage must 
be guarded against, the garments are dried at room tem 
perature, no heat being used. Moreover, wool garments 
are not dtied in a revolving tumbler where the mechanical 
action might cause shrinkage.
